PLAGE SUNDAY 


With the Hon. Rex B. Good- 
cell, collector of internal rev- 
enue, slated for the principal 
address of the day, plans for 
the formal dedication Sunday 
of the handsome new $100,000 
edifice of the First Christian 
Chureh, Vine Avenue and A 
street, Ontario, were today an- 
nounced complete by the Rev. 
Paul E. Wright, pastor. 


Designed by Architect Rob- 
ert E. Orr of Los Angeles and 
built by Contractor Frank W. 
Edwards of Ontario, the new 
edifice stands as one of the 
most attractive of that city’s 
many handsome churches. The 
building covers :an area of 73 
by 115 feet and is of reoin- 
foreed concrete construction. 


The spacious auditorium 
with its large ‘balcony has a 
seating capacity of over 1000. 
It is finished im white oak, as 
are also the lobby rooms and 
tall stained-glass windows on 
either side add to its .attract- 
iveness. The tinting .and light- 
ing effects all contribute to 
the harmonious whole. Pe

built for the purpose, is the 
baptistry and as a background 
for this is a mural painting 
depicting a scene on the Riv- 
er Jordan, they artistic work 
of Miss «Lillian Williams of 
Upland. 

Below the auditorium is a 
full basement, handsomely 
finished and equipped with 
spacious banquet room, com- 
plete kitchen and an attract- 
ive men’s club room, the last 
named fitted ‘with a great fire 
A modern furnace and 
ventilating system, designed 
to change the air Completely 
in the entire building - every 
seven minutes, occupies a sub- 
basement below this. 

With its handsome columed 
front, its great stained win- 
dows and its rich ochre finish, 
the new edifice stands at once 
as a striking and dignified 
structure and is a worthy ad- 
dition to Cntai‘s’s houses of 
worship. The church society 
is now busy with plans for 
the erection of spacious Sun- 
day school quarters at the 
rear of the present building 
and plans to proceed with 
this: at once, it is said.

San Bernardino has been unusually fortunate that its 
water shed has not materially suffered from the fires which 
have frequently appeared during the summer. The danger, 
however, is perhaps greater now than at any time and the 
necessity for vigilance increases with the progress of hot 
weather and the northerly winds which may at any time be 
expected. Some such careless incident as that which launch- 
ed the San Gabriel blaze may at any moment put the torch 
to the magnificent forests which erown the San Bernardino 
mountains and give the community a problem whose solution 
will be laborious and expensive. 

Vigilance is the price of safety and should be increased 
until the first rains of winter reduce or eliminate the hazard. 
The United States Weather Bureau sees the situation as most 
dangerous of the year. So far as its reports from far-flung 
stations may indicate, there is no precipitation in sight. Un- 
official guessers are no more encouraging, Father Ricard, padre 
of the rains, holding out little hope for helpful’ moisture until 
November. The danger may continue until then and it will 
grow more serious with each day of heat.—San Bernardino 
Telegram.

GONSTTUTONON 
THE BALLOT 


BRighteen constitutional amend- 
ments and initiative measures will 
appear on the ballot of the No- 
vember 4 election. A pamphlet 
compiled by Thomas M. Gannon, 
state legislative counsel, contains 
the amendments and proposed 
statutes, together with their sup- 
porting arguments. Copies of this 
pamphlet will be mailed every 
voter in the county in order that 
each may study the propositions 
and be able to vote intelligently 
on them. 

The 18 propositions in the order 
in which they will appear on the 
ballot are as follows: 


State Taxation 
No. 1. Initiative measure re 
quiring companies owning or oper 
ating as common carriers upon 
public highways, jitney busses, 
stages or motor vehicles to pay 
annual state tax upon their oper: 
ative property of 4 per cent of 
their gross receipts from opera: 
tions in Heu of other taxes and 
license thereon. 
Salaries and Expenses 
No. 2. Senate constitutional 
amendment declaring members of 
the legislature shall receive $100 
per month payable monthly in 
even-numbered years and during 
regular session as provided by 
law and mileage not exceeding 
five cents per mile; legislature to 
provide for selection of all officers 
and employes and when advisable 
under civil service; limiting total 
daily expense thereof to $300 for 
either house during regular ses- 
sion and $200 for both houses dur- 
ing special session.
